At the same time, the payroll tax 
on covered workers and employ­ 
ers will go up from ZU to 2Mi per 
cent starting Jan. I, and the tax­ 
able wage base will be increased 
from 14.21)0 to 34,SUO a year. 
The increase will mean higher 
pay check deductions to covered 
workers, the amount rising from 
DM SO to 3120 a year. 
For retired workers now on ben­ 
efit rolls, new higher monthly pay­ 
ments will range from 333 to t i l l 
aa compared with 330 and tldt.So 
at present. 
The 
maximum family benefit 
will go up from 3200 to 3234 a 
month. 
For covered workers not yet re­ 
tired, hut who will come onto th# 
benefit rolls in the future, the 
range of benefit payments from 
new increases in (he tax and wage 
base will be from 133 to 317 a 
month.

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Fallout Hazard Still Growing

After iwn and a half years of study, th# 
United Nations Scientific Committee on 
the Effects of Atomic Radiation has issued 
a report and one is struck at once by both 
the moderation and the unanimity of the 
findings. 
The one point of disagreement among 
the members of the 15 nation committee 
was whether to call for immediate cessa­ 
tion of nuclear weapons tests, as urged by 
the Soviet representative. But this was 
recognized bv the majority as a political 
rather than a scientific issue. On o t h e r 
points, the expert* had no difficulty getting 
together, 
They agreed unequivocally that radioac­ 
tive fallout presents a danger both to pres­ 
ent and future generations, "Even th# 
smallest amounts of radiation are liable to 
cause deleterious genetic and somatic ef­ 
fects,** the committee reported. 
Somatic effects include cancer, leuke­ 
mia. and prenatal damage. Any added ra­ 
diation exposure, the committee held—no 
matter how slight—may be injurious. 
This warning, gave as it is, has been ac­ 
companied by an agreement that the ra­ 
diation doses resulting from fallout consti­ 
tute a small addition to the radiation to 
which mankind already is exposed. Even 
if weapons tests are continued, the addi­ 
tional radiation hazard will not be substan­ 
tially greater than the hazard from natur­ 
el causes. 
How great is the hazard? While there is 


no certainty about this, some of the exam­ 
ples cited by the committee give a fair 
idea of its thinking, It estimates, for in­ 
stance, that in a world population of 5 bil­ 
lion there will be between 700.(KH) to 3 mil­ 
lion occurrences each year of natural gen­ 
etic defects. Between 25,000 and I million 
of these, it figures, would be due to oat 
ural radiation. 
lf nuclear weapons tests are continued 
until the rising rate of fallout radiation lev­ 
eled to a state of equilibrium, there would 
be 50 to 40.000 additional cases, the report 
said. 
Medical X rays. accoidmg to the report, 
constitute a far greater hazard. But it 
makes the point that these are for the ben­ 
efit of mankind and can be controlled. Ra­ 
diation fallout is beyond the control of the 
effected person. 
The chief virtue of the report seems to 
be in its moderation. Here is no wild talk. 
no over-exaggeration with the aim of 
shocking people into a state of alarm, but 
a reasoned estimate of the hazards m an­ 
kind faces if tests a rt permitted to con­ 
tinue.

A production division was formed to explore for and produce 
oil and natural gas and to acquire producing properties. In 1957 
the extensive holdings of La Gloria Oil and Gas Company were 
added to the production division’s interests.
